Two searchers for the lost 
Augustana College plane 
became lost themselves in the 
sandhills terrain north of 
Maxwell and wandered all night 
Saturday and part of Sunday 
through sometimes neck-high 
snow trying to find their way to 
shelter. 

Scott McNeal, 19, a freshman 
at North Platte Junior College 
and Ken Adams, 33, 722 South 
Poplar, are reported in 
satisfactory condition in local 
hospitals today suffering from 
exposure, frostbite and 
exhaustion. 

The snow vehicle the two had 
borrowed on Saturday morning 
broke down sometime late 
Saturday afternoon in an area 
north of Maxwell and the two 
started back looking for a farm- 
house. 

McNeal reported that at times 
they thought they were walking 
on level terrain when suddenly 
the snow would collapse under 
them and they would find 
themselves in snow up to their 
necks. 

Although they were uncertain 
as to the time, McNeal and 
Adams thought they became 
separated sometime about 
10:30 Saturday night. 

Adams rested in a shelter they 
had constructed behind a snow 
drift with fence posts and 
sometime during the night Mc- 
Neal reported he took shelter in 
a haystack. 

At about 9 a.m. Sunday 
morning McNeal was found in 
a feed lot area about four miles 
north of the Harold Sukraw 
ranch. The Sukraw place is 
located six miles north and a 
mile west of Maxwell. 

Temperatures Saturday night 
and Sunday ranged between 16 
and 20 degrees and there was 
little wind during the night. The 
wind chill factor remained 
between 0 degrees and eight 
degrees below zero. 

Sukraw reported he had not 
originally intended to drive to 
the feed area Sunday morning 
but something had prompted 
him to make the trip. 

McNeal, who was brought to 
North Platte by the Lincoln 
County ambulance, reported 
that Adams was still out in the 
hills somewhere.

Haythorn, both of Maxwell, 
began a search of the hills and 
located Adams at about noon 
wandering in a field about four 
miles north of the Haythorn 
ranch. The Haythorn ranch is 
located about two and a half 
miles east and a mile north of 
Maxwell. 

The men estimated that 
Adams had walked between 15 
and 18 miles during the night. 

Adams commented that 
during the night he had come 
across a water tank and the 
' ' water sure felt warm. ' ' 

"It was like the end of the 
world out there," McNeal said. 
"One hill looks just like 
another." 

Heavy fog, blowing snow and 
sleet hampered visibility and 
after searchers had begun their 
work they were fearful the wind 
might erase any sign of tracks. 

Both men were lightly dressed 
when they sat out Saturday. 
They were not a part of an 
organized search group. 

Mr. and Mrs. Mearl McNeal, 
2303 West A, parents of Scott, 
had just reported him missing 
on Sunday morning when a call 
came in from Sukraw over a 
citizen-b d radio that he had 
found McNeal.

Upon Release 

How does a convict vote? 

Not at all if he is convicted 
of a serious enough crime to be 
committed to a penitentiary. 
When and if released or paroled, 
civil rights arc restored and 
their political right, voting, is 
also reinstated. This informa- 
tion was obtained from Jim, a 
member of the recent Project 
Youth panel and one who ought 
to know for he is confined to 
the Nebraska State Peniten- 
tiary. 

Concerning the county jail, 
one researcher was told that a 
resident of the county jail would 
be allowed to vote if the sheriff 
got the absentee ballots. Furth- 
er questioning of various indi- 
viduals turned up the apparent 
fact that the subject of prisoner 
suffrage had not come up to 
anyone's knowledge and no one 
recalled that a prisoner had 
ever requested a ballot. 

Although loss of voting priv- 
ileges may not; be an actual de- 
terrent to crime, it is one more 
privilege that is lost for those 
committing crimes that result in 
confinement to a prison and an 
extreme inconvenience to those 
committing lesser crimes.
